Should that happen, you might 
have to pay more for a wide va­ 
riety of items ranging from silver 
Jewelry1 to photographic film. 
An Increase in the price of sil­ 
ver also could affect coinage in 
many parts of the world. Some 
countries might find their silver 
coins worth more in silver than 
coins and toss th a n into the melt­ 
ing pot. 
Balanced against these effects 
would be bigger profit margins for 
silver mining companies 
which 
presumably would expand produc­ 
tion and payrolls. 
International discussion of the 
silver situation has been prompted 
by mounting evidence that the 
Treasury’s grip on the interna­ 
tional silver market has 
been 
weakening. 
The Treasury puts a ceiling on 
the price by maintaining a stock­ 
pile from which it sells to silver 
users. 
Its current selling price 
is about 91J cents an ounce. Ob­ 
viously, users refuse to pay more 
elsewhere so long as the Treasury 
sticks to this price. 
During 1960. the Treasury stock­ 
pile was reduced by 51 million 
ounces and on Jan. I stood at 
1234 million ounces. 
So far this 
month, there hat been a further 
reduction of more than I million 
ounces. 
At this rate* th e supply 
would be gone by mid-1963. 
Should the stockpile nm dry, 
the Treasury would lose its power 
to dictate the price of silver. 
Furthermore, since the stockpile 
also furnishes the 
40 
million 
ounces used each year to m int new 
U. S. coins, the department would 
have to go into the m arket to buy 
silver. 
In the present supply and de­ 
mand situation, the price of silver 
would rise if the Treasury ceiling 
were broken. 
The upward price 
pressure stems largely from strikes

Kennedy Plans and Problems 
II: The Economy

WASHINGTON (AP)—Ae a pres­ 
idential candidate, John F. Ken­ 
nedy urged a faster-growing econ­ 
omy. As the president, his first 
problem will be to make it grow. 
The economy hasn’t been grow­ 
ing at ail since mid-1960. It has 
slipped into its fourth recession 
s nce World War II and most fore- 
c-oters tee little hope of aa up­ 
turn before spring or tummy. 


Determined to hurry the recov 
ery. Kennedy is expected to un 
veil an antirecession program soon 
after he is inaugurated on Jan. 20. 
Even as he does so, however, 
Kennedy will keep one eye cocked 
over his shoulder at the second 
major economic problem he will 
inherit—tile whopping deficits in 
the U.S. balance of international 
payments. 
With Americans and their gov­ 
ernment paying out more money 
abroad than they receive, foreign­ 
ers are collecting extra dollars 
writh which they can buy Ameri­ 
can gold. The payments deficit 
approached $4 billion in 1960 and 
gold sales to foreigners hit $1.9 
billion. 
Dealing with this problem can­ 
not be postponed, because it is 
causing foreign anxiety about the 
future of the dollar, the keystone 
in the free world economy. A sour 
dollar obviously would wreck Ken­ 
nedy’s plans for enhancing the na­ 
tion’s prestige, not to speak of 
other effects.

106 Farm Sales In One Month 


Their Oyster

If, as some e c o n o m i s t s have 


claimed, a major factor in the farm 
problem is simply too many farmers, 
the problem for this area appears to be 
headed toward solution. 


The published list of cornin*? auc­ 
tion sales on our farm page one day 
this month totaled 106 in Central Illi­ 
nois during January. 


On the basis of the listing alone, it 
appears that about 70 farm operators 
are quitting this month. That many sale 
notices are clearly labeled “closing out 
sale.” 


Six more are identified as closing 
out dairy enterprises only. It would 
take a lot of checking to get the whole 
picture. For example, some of the sales 


no doubt are the result of deaths and 
previous retirem ent with equipment 
just now being liquidated. 
An interview with ju st one of the 
men advertising a close out m ight indi­ 
cate what is happening. This man has 
been operating about 200 acres and a 
small dairy enterprise within 15 miles 
of Bloomington. 
He told us he just couldn’t make 
enough profit to justify keeping the 
business (land was rented). He said the 
project was too big for him to operate 
alone, but couldn’t support a full-time 
year around hired man. So he has 
bought a house in town and will look 
for other employment to fill the time 
for six years he has to wait for Social 
Security.

By PETER EDSON 
Written For NEA 
WASHINGTON—(NEA)- In the 
fight over reform of the House 
Rules Committee in the new Con­ 
gress, the essential background is 
how the committee got its bad 
name. 
Rep. Flank Thompson (D-N.J.)

Committee under Chairman How­ 
ard Smith (D-Va.) ’’runs the en­ 
tire Congress.” 
Thompson further claims that 
Smith, in dally collaboration with 
Republican Leader Charles Hal- 
leck of Indiana, keeps together the 
combination of Southern Demo­ 
crats and Republican reactionaries 
by which the entire House is de­ 
nied the right to vote on essential 
legislation. 
There Has Been A Rules Com­ 
mittee ever since the first Congress 
in 1789, when there was only one 
other committee—ways and means 
—and the House had fewer than 
IOO members. 
All business was 
then done by the Committee of 
the Whole House. 
From 1858 to 1910 the speaker 
himself was a rules 
committee 
member and he selected the other 
members. In 1880 it was made a 
standing 
committee 
with 
five 
members. 
Rules committee powers were in­ 
creased gradually from 1883 
to 
1890 when special orders for the 
consideration of all House bus­ 
iness became its exclusive privi­ 
lege. 
By strict exercise of these pow­ 
ers the rules committee was able 
to sift the business coming from 
the other, legislative committees

This is the “Calendar 
Wednesday” procedure which per­ 
mits any reported bill to be called 
up.

The Rules Committee Functioned 
as the responsible agent for ma­ 
jority party control and for speed­ 
ing enactment of administration 
programs until the New 
Deal. 
Then in 1937 three conservative 
Democrats joined with four Re­ 
publicans for bipartisan control to 
curb Roosevelt reform proposals. 
With the exception of the 80th 
Congress and the 83rd, which the 
Republicans controlled, the rules 
committee has been under biparti 
san coalition majorities. 
The committee's 12 members in 
the last Congress were divided 
roughly six conservative and six 
liberal. The conservatives are two 
southern Democrats and four Re­ 
publicans. 
The six liberals are 
all Democrats. But some of them 
frequently cross over and vote 
with the conservatives. Tie votes 
are no votes, and this further 
serves to stymie legislation.

By J. M. ROHE HTS 
Associated Press News Analyst 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
referendum on Algeria has not 
proved to be the decisive step to­ 
ward settlement for winch he 
asked. 
The voters in France are will- 
inf to go along with his proposal 
for self-government pending es­ 
tablishment of autonomous insti­ 
tutions and what De Gaulle hoped 


would eventually become an Al­ 
gerian republic within the French 
Union providing guarantees for 
the minority French colony. 
A majority of voting Moslems 
in Algiers take a similar stand. 
But vast numbers of them didn’t 
vote—as per rebel instructions— 
giving clear testimony to the reb­ 
el demand for complete independ­ 
ence. 
Many in France did the same. 
The 
French 
leftists 
voted 
against De Gaulle, and so did the 
Algerian French. 
Under heavy 
pressure from the Army in Al­ 
geria, the Algerians nevertheless 
voted no in the districts of Al­ 
giers and Oran. 
Now this devision makes one 
thing clear.

the netotiating power for Algeria. 
and De Gaulle for France. It is 
Just ae well to speak of them sep­ 
arately. for they are aspirate ex­ 
cept In word, and negotiations can 
only determine how separate they 
are going to be in the future. 
In this respect, it may turn out 
that the strength of the so-called 
rebel government has been in­ 
creased by the referendum, and 
certainly the lines of the oppos­ 
ing forces have been drawn more 
clearly, instead of being diffused 
around De Gaulle. 
The very fact that the army ex­ 
erted so much pressure in the Al­ 
gerian districts which voted for 
De Gaulle will serve to weaken 
the meaning of that vote for the 
outside world. And this will be 
linked to the fact that the vote in 
the cities, where the army has 
less control, was so different. 
This raises two questions. 
How much more time will the 
world be willing to grant for at­ 
tainment of De Gaulle's pro­ 
gram—a vague one at best—be­ 
fore it turns away from hope of 
a French solution and begins de­ 
manding a world solution? 
How much longer will De Gaulle 
be able to command the middle 
of the road against the onslaughts?
